Two  staff  members  reach  25-year  mark 


Enjoyable,  rewarding  and  satisfying. 
That's  how  Dr.  Toshi  Kaneda  views  his 
25  years  with  the  Research  Council. 

He  began  with  a  general  mandate  to 
do  microbiological  research  related  to 
fossil  fuels  and  his  work  on  branched- 
chain  fatty  acids  has  earned  him  an  in- 
ternational reputation  in  this  specializ- 
ed area. 

It  was  his  concern  for  what  he  could 
accompHsh  in  his  chosen  field  that 
brought  Toshi  to  North  America  near- 
ly 30  years  ago.  Japan  in  the  mid-1950s 
was  still  suffering  through  the  postwar 
era  of  shortages  -  power  was  often  cut 
off  without  notice  and  city  gas  was 
supplied  twice  a  day  for  only  a  few 
hours. 

"Many  of  the  biochemicals  we  used 
were  not  commercially  available  in 
Japan  so  we  had  to  prepare  them 
ourselves  from  bacteria,  yeasts  and 
animals,"  says  Toshi.  "The  conditions 
for  pursuing  scientific  research  could 
not  be  compared  to  those  in  North 
America." 

So  he  accepted  a  post-doctoral 
fellowship  to  study  at  the  National 


Research  Council's  regional  laboratory 
in  Saskatoon,  and  from  there  went  to 
the  Biochemistry  Department  of 
Western  Reserve  University  in 
Cleveland,  Ohio.  But  Toshi  had  fallen 
under  the  spell  of  the  prairies  and  its 
people  and  after  two  years  in  Ohio  he 
applied  for  the  position  of  micro- 
biologist at  the  Research  Council. 

"It  took  us  seven  days  to  drive  2,100 
miles  from  Cleveland  to  Edmonton. 
We  arrived  in  Lethbridge  the  day  John 
F.  Kennedy  was  elected  president." 

The  world  has  changed  mightily 
since  then  and  in  the  intervening  years, 
Toshi  has  achieved  a  number  of 
distinctions.  His  pioneer  research  on 
fatty  acids  led  to  an  annual  grant  from 
the  Medical  Research  Council  of 
Canada  as  one  of  the  few  non- 
university  scientists  to  receive  such 
assistance.  In  1984,  the  Research 
Council,  in  recognition  of  the  quality 
of  his  work,  appointed  him  a  Research 
Fellow. 

"I  sincerely  hope  that  I  will  continue 
to  make  a  contribution  to  the  activities 
of  the  Research  Council,"  he  says.

When  scientists  in  oil  sands  and  coal 
research  want  to  know  where  the  sea 
washed  over  Alberta  100  million  years 
ago,  they  come  to  Bruno  Untergasser, 
palynological  technologist  in  the  Geo- 
logical Survey  Department. 

For  nearly  half  his  25  years  at  the 
Research  Council,  Bruno  has  worked 
with  palynologist  Dr.  Chaitanya  Singh, 
peering  through  a  microscope  at  liter- 
ally thousands  of  samples  and  slides 
showing  microscopic  spores,  pollen, 
and  marine  microplankton. 

He  scans  the  slides  and  marks  the 
coordinates  for  Dr.  Singh,  who  says 
without  this  preUminary  work  it  would 
be  impossible  to  handle  the  huge 
number  of  samples  they  process. 

Bruno  came  to  Canada  in  1960  from 
Munich,  Germany,  where  he  had  spent 
five  years  in  Mobil  Oil's  paleontology 
laboratory.  He  joined  the  Research 
Council  that  same  year,  working  first 
with  Dr.  Jack  Campbell  in  the  Coal 
Research  Department.  In  1972,  he  was 
co-author  of  a  paper  on  two  new 
megaspore  species  from  the  continental 
Upper  Cretaceous  published  in  the 


Canadian  Journal  of  Botany. 

Most  of  his  recent  effort  has  been 
for  the  Oil  Sands  research  program, 
but  he  and  Dr.  Singh  also  handle 
samples  from  Coal  Research,  Terrain 
Sciences  and  on  occasion  for  the

University  of  Alberta  and  Alberta 
Energy  and  Natural  Resources.  Next 
year.  Dr.  Singh  and  he  hope  to  begin  a 
major  project  in  zoning  the  Upper 
Cretaceous  coal-bearing  strata  of  cen- 
tral Alberta  using  palynological  data. 

Reflecting  on  his  career  milestone, 
Bruno  says  "it's  pretty  straightforward 
work  ...  I  don't  know  where  the  time 
has  gone.  Someone  else's  25  years  seem 
longer  than  your  own."
